A Model Address. 
The Republican Policy . 


Last Saturday afternoon, President 
Harrison v isited the great interni t onal 
conv ention of 
tt'iodbt* which has 
been holding its sessions in Washington 
City . 
He was iLtroduced to the assem­ 
blage by the presiding officer. 
The en­ 
trance of tht President was the signal 
for prolonged applause, the audience 
studding, and when tie ii t o faction 
wits made there was am fier ootbcurrt. 
The President said: 
Mr. Chairman and Gentleman of the Cor- 
ference: I came here this morning to make 
an expression of my respect and esteem for 
this great body of delegates assembled from 
all the countries of the world, and much 
more to giv e a manifestation of my respect 
and lov e for that greater body of Christian 
men and women for whom y ou stand. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
Ev ery Christian ecumenical con­ 
ference is a distinct step in the direction, 
not only of the ecumenical church, but the 
unification of the human race. 
[Applause ] 
Assembling from countries unlike in their 
v ital institutions, from churches not wholly 
in accord as to doctrine or church order, 
y ou come together to find the unlikeness is 
not so great as y ou had thought, and to find 
y our common sy mpathies and common pur­ 
poses greater and larger than y ou had 
thought—large enough presently to ov er­ 
spread and to extinguish all these transitory 
lines of div ision. 
[Applause.] 
I am glad 
to know that as followers of Wesley , whose 
hy mns we sing, y ou hav e been in consulta­ 
tion as to the methods by which these minor 
div isions among y ou might be obliterated. 
It is the natural order that subdiv isions 
should be wiped out before the grand di­ 
v isions ol the church can be united. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
Who does not greatly rejoice that 
the controv ersial clash of the church is less 
than it was once, that we hear more of the 
Master and His teachings of lov e and duty 
than of hairsplitting theological differences. 
[Applause.] 
Many y ears ago, while v isit­ 
ing in Wisconsin, when Sunday came around 
I went with some friends to the little Meth­ 
odist church in an adjoining v illage. 
The 
preacher undertook to ov erturn my .Presby ­ 
terianism. 
[Laughter.] 
An 
irrev erent 
friend who sat beside me as the y oung man 
deliv ered his telling blows against Calv inism, 
was constantly emphasizing the points made 
by nudging me with his elbow. 
[Laughter.] 
Now I am glad to say that v ery often since 
then 
I hav e 
worshipped 
in Methodist 
churches, and that is the last experience of 
that kind I hav e had. 
[Applause.] 
You 
hav e to-day as the theme of discussion, in­ 
ternational arbitration, and this being a pub­ 
lic, or in a large sense of the word a politi­ 
cal question, perhaps makes my presence 
here as an officer of the United States es­ 
pecially appropriate. 
[Applause.] 
It is a 
curious incident that some day s ago, and be­ 
fore I was aware of the theme of the occa­ 
sion which we hav e here to-day , I had ap­ 
pointed this afternoon to v isit the great gun 
foundry of the United States at the nav y 
y ard. 
[Laughter.] 
Things hav e come in 
their proper sequence. 
I am here at this 
arbitration meeting before I go to the gun 
factory . 
[Laughter.] 
This subject is one 
that has long attracted the attention, and I 
think I may say has, perhaps, as greatly at 
traded the interest and adherence of the 
United States as that of any other Christian 
power in the world. 
[Applause.] It is 
known to y ou all that in the recent confer­ 
ence of the American states at Washington 
the proposition was distinctly made and 
adopted by the representativ es of all or 
nearly all the gov ernments of America as ap­ 
plied to this hemisphere, that all interna­ 
tional disputes should be settled by arbitra­ 
tion. 
[Applause.] 
Of course there are 
limitations as y et in the nature of things to 
the complete and general adoption of such a 
scheme. 
It is quite possible to apply arbi­ 
tration to a dispute as to a boundry line; it 
is quite impossible, it seems to me, to apply 
it to a case of international feud. 
If there 
is present a disposition to subjugate, an ag­ 
gressiv e spirit to seize territory , a spirit of 
national aggrandizement that does not stop 
to consider the rights of other men and 
other people, to such a case and to such a 
spirit international arbitration is of remote 
and difficult application. 
It is for a Chris­ 
tian sentiment, manifesting itself in the na­ 
tion, to remov e forev er such causes of dis­ 
pute, and then what remains will be the easy 
subject of adjustment by fair international 
arbitration. 
[Applause ] 
But I had not intended to enter into a 
discussion of this great theme for the setting 
forth of which y ou hav e appointed those 
who hav e giv en it special attention. 
Let 
me, therefore, say simply this: that for my ­ 
self, temporarily in a place of influence in 
this country , and much more for the great 
body of its citizenship, to express the desire 
of America for peace with the whole world. 
[Applause.] 
It would hav e been v ain to 
suggest the pulling down of block houses or 
family disarmament to settlers on a hostile 
Indian frontier. 
They could hav e told y ou 
rightly that the conditions were not ripe. 
And so it may be, and is probably true, 
that a full application of the principle is 
not presently possible, the dev il still being 
unchained. 
[Laughter.] 
We still 
hav e 
our gun foundries, and possibly will best 
promote 
the settlement of international 
disputes by arbitration, by hav ing it under­ 
stood that if the appeal is to a fiercer 
tribunal, we shall not be out of the debate. 
[Applause.] 
There is a unity of the church 
and of humanity , and the lines of progress 
are the same. 
It is by this great Christian 
sentiment, characterized not only by a high 
sense of justice, but hy a spirit of lov e and 
forbearance, mastering the civ il institutions 
and gov ernments of the world, that we shall 
approach univ ersal peace and adopt arbitra­ 
tion methods of settling disputes. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
Let me thank y oi^, Mr. Chairman, and 
y ou gentleman of this conference, for the 
priv ilege of standing before y ou for a mo­ 
ment, and for this most cordial welcome 
which y ou hav e giv en to me. 
I beg to ex­ 
press again my high appreciation of the 
character of these delegates and of the mem­ 
bership of the great church from which y ou 
hav e come, and to wish that in y our remain­ 
ing deliberations and in y our journey s to 
far-distant homes y ou may hav e the guidance 
of that God whom we all rev ere. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
The President’s address was frequent­ 
ly punctuated by v igorous hand-clap­ 
ping. 
On its conclusion he left the hall 
amid another storm of applause.

Fifth—To grant to foreign nations 
the reciprocal right of free im position 
ii i ) our poi14 of articles we cannot pro­ 
duce, in return for the free introduction 
int > their poita of articles of American 
production.

A ro mantic sto ry o f the disinherited 
scio n o f o ne o f the mo st aristo cratic o f 
So uth Caro lina families, which co ntains 
the elements o f the po pular tale o f fictio n, 
with the thread lo st in San Francisco , has 
just co me to light. 
The Lees o f So uth Caro lina trace their 
ancestry back fo r a co uple o f centuries. 
One o f their great-grandfathers planted his 
co tto n seed and to bacco with the pio neers 
o f the Caro linas. 
Each generatio n added 
to the family po ssessio ns, until thirty y ears 
ago the po ssessio ns o f the Lee estate ex ­ 
tended fo r miles o n either side o f the o ld 
family mano r ho use and the planter co unt­ 
ed his slav es with three ciphers. Then the 
war came. 
The Lee go ld was co ntributed 
genero usly and the Lee blo o d flo wed freely 
in the cause o f the Co nfederacy . 
When th e end came th e Lees, tho ugh 
th eir m agnificent estate had been sadly di­ 
m inish ed, fo u nd th em selv es still rich , bu t, 
cru sh ed by th e failu re o f th e cau se fo r 
w h ich th ey h ad sacrificed so m u ch , th ey 
retired to th eir co u ntry h o me and liv ed in 
th e ex clu siv eness o f th e 
little w o rld en­ 
co mpassed by the bo u ndaries o f 
th eir 
plantatio n. The y ears went o n, and D. 
McCo rd Lee, the eldest so n and th e h o pe 
o f the family , grew to m anh o o d. There 
was a great future intended fo r the hand­ 
so me bo y , and mo ney was spent lav ishly in 
his educatio n.

alliance was the last straw to the family 
pride o f the Lees. The so n was disin­ 
herited by his father, and the do o rs o f his 
childho o d ho me were clo sed upo n him fo r­ 
ev er. 
Yo ung I^ee determined to make a start 
in the wo rld fo r himself, and, with his 
y o ung wife, came to San Francisco . 
That 
was twelv e y ears ago . 
Finely educated, 
but to tally unsuited to the o rdinary way s 
o f gaining a liv eliho o d, the struggle fo r ex ­ 
istence was hard. 
Then do mestic tro ubles 
began, and the ho me o f the y o ung co uple 
was far fro m happy . 
Fo ur y ears ago a 
separatio n was agreed upo n, Mrs. Lee re­ 
turning to Germany , where she so o n after 
died. 
During all o f these y ears no t a wo rd had 
passed between the estranged so n and any 
member o f his family . 
The father kept 
well his wo rd, and the so n was to o pro ud 
to seek a reco nciliatio n. 
After the separatio n fro m his wife Lee 
disappeared, leav ing no clew by which his 
future co uld be traced. 
A few day s ago a 
lady o f this city , w ho has been intimate 
with the family since her childho o d, re­ 
ceiv ed a letter fro m the missing man’s 
bro ther iii So uth Caro lina stating that the 
father and mo ther had died, leav ing the 
estate to the children, and asking that the 
lady sho uld make **v ery effo rt to ascertain 
the wherabo uts o f D. McCo rd Lee.—San 
Francisco Chro nicle.

England, 
the 
United 
Statesisof continental magnitude, and the 
citizens of the west, while rivaling the in­ 
hab itants of the seab oard in their honor of 
the navy of the past, are totally ignorant 
of the details of a man-of-war or the life 
of its officers and crew. 
If the army and 
the militia are m utually helpful, b ow much 
more does the navy need an intermediary 
to keep its record b efore the people!—J. W. 
Miller in Forum.

B rooklyn , Oct. 18.—The v ast congrega- 
tion a t the B rook lyn T abernacle this m orn- 
j 
ing w as delighted by an exquisite rend e r­ 
ing, by P rofessor H enry E yre Brownie, on 
the new organ, 
of D enier’s second sonata 
In G. 
Dr. T alm age’s serm on w as the first 
of a series he intend s preaching on his 
eastern tour, entitled , “ F rom the P yram id s 
to the A cropolis, or W ha t I Saw in E gypt 
and Greece C onfirm atory of the S crip­ 
ture s.” 
H is te xt w as Isaiah xix, 19 , 20: 
‘In tha t day shall there be an a lta r to the 
Lord in the m id st of the land of E gypt, 
and a pillar a t the border thereof to the 
Lord. 
A nd it shall be for a sign and for a 
w itness.” 
Isaiah no d oub t here refers to the great 
pyram id a t G izeh, the chief pyram id of 
E gypt. 
T he te xt speak s of a pillar in 
E gypt, and this is the greatest p illa r ever 
lifted; and the te xt says it is to be a t the 
border of the land, and this pyram id is a t j 
the border of the land; and the te xt says it 
shall be for a w itness, and the object of 
this serm on is to tell w hat this pyram id 
w itnesses. 
T his serm on is the first of a 
course of serm ons entitle d , " F rom the 
P yram id s to the A cropolis, or W ha t I Saw 
in E gypt and Greece C onfirm atory of the 
S criptures.” 
W e had, on a m orning of D ecem ber, 1889 , 
landed in A frica. 
A m id the how ling b oat­ 
m en a t A lexand ria we had com e ashore 
and ta k en the rail tra in for C airo, E gypt, 
along the b ank s of the m ost thoroughly 
harnessed river of all the w orld —the river 
Nile. 
W e had a t eventide entered the city 
of C airo, the city w here C hrist dw elt w hile 
staying in E gypt d uring the H erodic per 
sed ition. 
It w as our first night in E gypt 
No d estroying angel sw eeping through as 
once, b ut all the sta rs w ere out, arni the 
sk ies w ere filled w ith angels of beauty aud 
angels of light, and the a ir was balm y as 
an A m erican June . 
T he next m orning we 
w ere early aw ak e and a t the w indow , look ­ 
ing upon palm trees in full glory of leaf­ 
age, and upon gard ens of fruits and flow­ 
ers a t the very season w hen our hom es far 
aw ay are canopied by bleak sk ies and the 
last leaf of the forest has gone dow n in the 
equinoctials. 
FIRST VIEW OF THE PYRAMID. 
B ut how can I describe the thrill of ex­ 
pectation, for today we are to see w ha t all 
the w orld has seen or w ants to see—the 
pyram ids. 
W e are m ounted for an hour 
aud a ha lf’s ride. 
W e pass on am id ba­ 
zaars stuffed w ith rugs and carpets, and 
curious fabrics of all sorts from S m yrna, 
from A lgiers, from P ersia, from T urk ey, 
and through stre e ts w here we m eet people 
of all colors and all garbs, c a rts loaded 
w ith garden productions, priests in gow ns, 
w om en in black veils, B edouins in long 
and seem ingly superfluous apparel, J a nis ­ 
saries in ja c k e t of em broidered gold—out 
and on 
tow ard the great pyram id, for 
though there are sixty-nine pyram id s still 
stand ing, the pyram id a t Gizeh is the m on­ 
arch of pyram ids. 
W e m eet cam els gru n t­ 
ing und er the ir loads, and see buffaloes on 
eithe r side brow sing in pasture fields. 
T he road we travel is for p a rt of the w ay 
und er clum ps of acacia and by long row s 
of sycam ore aud tam erisk , b ut a fte r aw hile 
it is a path of rock aud sand, and we find 
we have reached the m a rgin of the desert, 
the gre a t S ahara desert, and we cry out to 
the d ragom an as we see a huge pile of rock 
loom ing 
in sight, “ D ragom an, wrha t is 
tha t? ” 
H is answ er is, “ T he pyram id ,” 
and the n it seem ed as if we w ere living a 
c entury every m inute. 
O ur thoughts and 
em otions w ere too rapid and intense for 
utterance, and we ride on in silence until 
we com e to the foot of the pyram id spok en 
of in the te xt, tile oldest struc ture in all 
the earth, four thousand years old a t least. 
H ere it is. 
W e sta nd und er the shadow of 
a s truc ture tha t shuts out all the e a rth 
and all the sk y, and we look up and strain 
our vision to appreciate the d ista nt top, 
and are overw helm ed w hile we cry, “ T he 
pyram id! T he pyram id !” 
I had sta rte d tha t m orning w ith the de­ 
te rm ina tion of ascending the pyram id. 
One of m y chief objects in going to E gypt 
w as not only to see the base of tha t gra ­ 
nitic w onder, b ut to sta nd on the top of it. 
Y et the nearer I cam e to this e te rnity in 
stone the m ore m y d eterm ina tion w as 
shak en. 
Its a ltitud e to m e w as sim ply 
appalling. 
A gre a t height has alw ays 
been to m e a m ost disagreeable sensation. 
A s we d ism ounted a t the base of the pyra ­ 
m id, I said: “ O thers m ay go up it, b ut not 
I. 
I w ill satisfy m yself w ith a view from 
the base. 
T he ascent of it w ould be to m e 
a foolhardy und e rta k ing.” 
B ut a fte r I 
had given up all idea of ascending, I found 
m y d a ughte r vPas d eterm ined to go, aud I 
could not le t her go w ith stra nge rs, and I 
changed m y m ind and we sta rte d w ith 
guides. 
It cannot lie done w ithout these 
helpers. Tw o or three tim es foolhardy m en 
have a tte m p te d it alone, b ut the ir bodies 
cam e tum b ling dow n, unrecognizable and 
lifeless. 
E ach person in our p arty had tw o or 
thre e guides or helpers. 
One of the m un­ 
rolled his turb a n and tied it a round m y 
w aist and he held the othe r end of the tu r ­ 
ban as a m a tte r of safety. 
M any of the 
block s of stone are four or five feet high 
and beyond any ord inary hum an strid e un ­ 
less assisted. 
B ut, tw o A rab s to pull and 
tw o A rabs to push, I found m yself rapid ly 
ascending from he ight to height, a nd on to 
a ltitud e s terrific, and a t last a t the tiptop 
we found ourselves on a level space of 
ab out thirty feet square. 
T hrough clearest 
atm osphere we look ed off upon the desert, 
and off upon the w inding N ile, and off 
upon the S phinx, w ith its features of ever­ 
la sting stone, and yonder upon the m in­ 
are ts of C airo glitte ring in the sun. and 
yonder upon M em phis in ruins, and off 
upon the w reck of em pires and the b a ttle ­ 
fields of ages, a rad ius of view enough to 
fill the m ind and shock the nerves and 
overw helm one’s entire being. 
A STARTLING ARRAY OF FIGURES. 
A fte r look ing a round for aw hile, and a 
k od ak 
had pictured the group, we de­ 
scended. 
T he descent w as m ore trying 
tha n the ascent, for clim b ing you need not 
see the d epths lieneath, b ut com ing dow n 
it w as im possible not to see the abysm s be­ 
low". 
B ut tw o A rabs ahead to help us 
dow n, and tw o A rab s to hold us back , we 
w ere low ered, hand below’ hand, until the 
ground w as invitingly near, and am id the 
ja rgon of the A rabs we w ere safely landed. 
T hen cam e one of the m ost w onderful feats 
of d a riug aud agility. 
One of the A rabs 
solicited a dollar, saying he w ould run up 
and dow n the pyram id in seven m inutes. 
W e w ould ra the r have given him a d ollar 
not to go, b ut this ascent and descent in 
seven m inutes he w as d eterm ined on, and 
so by the w atch in seven m inutes he w ent 
to the top and w as back again a t the base. 
It w as a bloodcurdling spectacle. 
I said the d om inant color of the pyram id 
w as gray, b ut in certain lights it seem s to 
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shake off the gray of centuries and become 
a blond, and the silv er turns to the gold­ 
en. 
It covers thirte e n acres of ground. 
W ha t an a ntiquity! 
It w as a t least tw o 
thousand years old w hen the baby C hrist 
w as carried w ithin sight of it by his fugi­ 
tive parents, Joseph and M ary. T he storm s 
of fort}’ centuries have drenched it, bom ­ 
barded it, shadow ed it, flashed upon it, 
b ut there it stand s, ready to ta k e another 
forty centuries of atm ospheric a tta c k if 
the w orld should continue to exist. 
T he 
oldest b uildings of the e a rth are juniors 
to this gre a t senior of the centuries. 
H erodotus says tha t for ten years prepa­ 
ra tions w ere being m ade for the b uild ing 
of this pyram id. 
It has eighty-tw o m il­ 
lion one hund red 
and eleven thousand 
cubic feet of m asonry. 
One hund red thou­ 
sand w ork m en at one tim e toiled in its 
erection. 
To b ring the stone from the 
qua rrie s a causew ay sixty feet w ide w as 
b uilt. 
T he top stones w ere lifted by m a­ 
chinery such as the w orld k now s nothing 
of today. 
It is seven hund red and forty- 
six feet each side of the square base. 
T he 
s truc ture is four hund red and fifty feet 
high; higher tha n the cathed rals of 
logne, S tra sb urg, R ouen, St. P e te r's 
St. P a ul's. 
No surprise to me tha t it 
p ut a t the head of the seven w onders of 
the w orld. 
It has a sub terrane ous room 
of red gra nite called the “ k ing’s cham b er,” 
and another room called the 
“queen’s 
cham b er,” and the probability is tha t there 
are othe r room s yet unexplored. 
T he evid ent design of *he arc hite c t w as 
to m ak e these room s as inaccessible as 
possible. 
A fter all the w ork of exploration 
and all, the d igging and blasting, if you 
w ould e nte r these sub te rra ne ous room s, 
you m ust go through a passage only three 
feet eleven ind ie s high and less tha n four 
feet w ide. 
A sarcophagus of red gra nite 
sta nd s dow n und er this m ountain of m a­ 
sonry. 
T he sarcophagus could not have 
been carried in a fte r the pyram id w as 
b uilt. 
It m ust have iieen p ut there before 
the struc ture w as reared. 
P rob ab ly in 
tha t sarcophagus once lay a w ooden coffin 
c ontaining a dead k ing, b ut tim e has de­ 
stroyed the coffin and destroyed the last 
vestige of hum an rem ains. 
F or three thousand years this sepulchral 
room w as unopened, and w ould have been 
until today probably unopened had not a 
sup e rstitious im pression got abroad tha t 
the hea rt of the pyram id w as filled w ith 
silver and gold aud diam onds, aud und er 
A l M am oun an excavating p a rty w ent to 
W’ork , 
aud 
having 
bored 
and 
blasted 
through a hund red feet of rock , they found 
no opening ahead, and were a b out to give 
up the a tte m p t w hen the w ork m en heard 
a stone roll dow n into a seem ingly hollow’ 
place, and encouraged by tha t they re­ 
sum e)! the ir w ork aud cam e into the und er­ 
ground room s. 
T he d isappointm e nt of the w ork m en in 
finding the sarcophagus em pty of all silver 
and gold anti precious stones w as so great 
tha t they w ould have assassinated Al M a­ 
m oun, w ho em ployed them , had he not hid 
in another p a rt of the pyram id as m uch 
silver and gold as w ould pay them for the ir 
w ork a t ord inary rates of w-ages and in­ 
duced the m the re to dig till they to the ir 
surprise cam e upon ad equate com pensa­ 
tion. 
WAS THE DESIGN GOD’S OWN? 
I w onder not tha t this m ountain of lim e­ 
stone and red gra nite has been the fa scina­ 
tion of scholars, of scientists, of inte llige nt 
C hristians in all ages. 
S ir John H erscher 
the astronom er, said he thought it had as­ 
tronom ical significance. 
T he w’ise m en 
w’ho accom panied N apoleon’s arm y into 
E gypt w ent into profound stud y of the 
pyram id. 
In 1865 P rofessor S m yth and his 
w ife lived in the em pty tom bs near by the 
pyram id tha t they m ight be as continuous­ 
ly as possible close to the pyram id w hich 
the y w ere inve stigating. 
T he pyram id, 
b uilt m ore tha n four thousand years ago, 
being a com plete geom etrical figure, wise 
m en have concluded it m ust have been 
divinely constructed . 
M an cam e through 
thousand s of years to fine architecture, to 
m usic, to p a inting, b ut this w as perfect a t 
the w orld ’s s ta rt, and God m ust have 
d irected it. 
A ll astronom ers and geom etricians and 
scientists say tha t it w as scientifically and 
m a them a tic ally constructed before science 
and m athem atics w ere born. 
F rom the 
inscriptions on the pyram id , from its pro­ 
portions, from the points of the com pass 
recognized in its s truc ture , from the d irec­ 
tion in w hich its tunne ls run, from the 
relative position of the block s tha t com ­ 
pose it, scientists, C hristia ns and infidels 
have d em onstrated tha t the being w ho 
planned this pyram id m ust have k now n 
the w orld ’s sphericity, aud tha t its m otion 
w as rotary, and how m any m iles it w as in 
d iam eter 
and 
circum ference, a nd 
how 
m any tons the w orld w eighs, aud k new’ a t 
W’ha t point iu the heavens c e rta in sta rs 
w ould appear a t certain periods of tim e. 
N ot in the four thousa nd years since the 
p utting up of tha t pyram id has a single 
fact in astronom y or m a them a tic s been 
found to contra d ict the w isdom of tha t 
struc ture . 
Y et they had not a t the age 
w’hen the pyram id w as sta rte d a n a stron­ 
om er or an architect or a m a them a tic ian 
w orth m entioning.

pyram id is G od’s first Bible. 
H und red s, 
if not thousand s, of years before the first 
line of the B ook of G enesis w as w ritte n, 
the lesson of the pyram id w as w ritte n. 
W ell, of w’ha t is this C yclopean m asonry 
a sign and a w itness? A m ong othe r things 
—of the prolongation of hum a n w ork com ­ 
pared w ith the brevity of hum a n life. 
In 
all the four thousa nd years this pyram id 
has only lost eighteen feet in w id th; one 
side of its square a t the base changed only 
from seven hund red aud sixty-four feet to 
seven hund red and forty-six feet, and the 
m ost of tha t eighteen feet ta k e n off by

C airo.

derous w eights; b ut forty c enturies has 
the ir w ork stood, and it w ill be good for 
forty centuries m ore.

lf one of those gra nite block s tha t I jus t 
touch w ith m y feet on this D ecem ber 
m orning in 1889 as the tw o A rab s pull m e 
aud the tw o othe r A rab s push m e, could 
speak out and te ll its history it w ould say: 
“ T he place of m y na tivity w as dow n in the 
gre a t stone qua rry of Al ok a t ta m or As- 
sw an. 
T hen they began to bore a t m y 
sides, and the n to d rive dow n gre a t iron 
w edges, c rushing a ga inst m e till the w hole 
qua rry quak ed a nd thund ered . 
T hen I 
w as pried out w ith crow’b ars and levers, 
scores of m en p utting the ir w eight on the 
leverage. 
T hen chains w ere p ut around 
m e and I w as hoisted w ith w heels tha t 
groaned und e r the w eight, and 
m any 
w ork m en had the ir hand s on the c ra nk s 
and turne d until the m uscles on the ir arm s 
stood out in ridges, and the sw e a t rolled 
from the ir d usk y foreheads.

upw ard and how m any iron tools, and how 
m any hum an arm s, and how m any beasts 
of burden wore em ployed to get m e to this 
place no one can tell.

m y sile nt w ork of thousand s of years. God 
only k now s how m any hand s w ere busied 
In ge tting m e from m y geological cradle in 
the qua rry to this e nthrone m ent of innu­ 
m erab le ages.” 
My hearers, tha t is the 
autob iography of one block of the pyram id. 
C heops d id n't b uild the pyram id. 
Som e 
boss m ason in the w orld ’s tw ilight d id n’t 
b uild the pyram id. One hund red thousand 
m en b uilt it and perhaps from first to last 
tw o hund red thousand m en. 
BUILDING FOR ETERNITY. 
Y our business and m ine is not to b uild a 
pyram id b ut to be one of the hund red s of 
thousand s w ho shall ring a trow el or pull 
a rope or tu rn the c rank of a derrick , or 
cry, “ Yo, heave!” w hile lifting another 
block to its elevation.

ingly a sm all w ork and a brief w ork , it is 
a w ork tha t shall la st forever. 
In the last

I rejoice tha t all the thousand s w ho have

Thank God; if we cannot do m uch

Further, carry ing out the idea of my 
tex t, the py ramid is a sign and a witness 
that big tombstones are not the best way 
of keeping one’s self affectionately re m em 
bered. 
This py ramid and the six ty -nine 
other py ramids still standing were built 
for sepulchers, all this great pile of granite 
aud limestone by which we stand today , to 
cov er the memory of a dead king. 
It 
was the great Westminster abbey of the 
ancients. Some say that Cheops was the 
king who built this py ramid, but it is un­ 
certain. 
Who was Cheops any how? All 
that the world knows about him could be 
told in a few sentences. The only thing 
certain is that he was bad, and that he 
shut up the temples of worship, and that 
he was hated so that the Egy ptians were 
glad when he was dead. 
This py ramid of rock sev en hundred and 
forty feet each side of the square base aud 
four hundred aud fifty feet high wins for 
him no respect. 
If a bone of his arm or 
foot bad been found in the sarcophagus 
beneath the py ramid, it would hav e ex ­ 
cited no more v eneration t han the skele­ 
ton of a camel bleaching on the Liby an 
desert; y ea, less v eneration, for when I 
saw the carcass of a camel by the roadside 
on the way to Memphis, I said to my self, 
“ Poor thing, I wonder of what it died.” 
We say nothing against the marble or the 
bronze of the necropolis. Let all that sculp­ 
ture and florescence and arborescence can 
do tor the places of the dead be done, if 
means will allow it. 
But lf after one is 
de*gl there is nothing left to remind the 
world of him but some pieces of stone, 
there is but little left. 
Some of the finest monuments are ov er 
people who amounted to nothing while 
they liv ed, while some of the worthiest 
men and women hav e not had abov e them 
a stone big enough to tell their name. 
Joshua, the greatest warrior the world ev er 
saw, no monument; Moses, the greatest 
lawy er that ev er liv ed, no monument; Paul, 
the greatest preacher that ev er liv ed, no 
monument; Christ, the Sav iour of the 
j world and the rapture of heav en, no monu­ 
ment. A py ramid ov er scoundrelly Cheops, 
but only a shingle with a lead pencil epi­ 
taph ov er many a good man's grav e. Some 
of the finest obituaries hav e been printed 
about the worst rascals. 
Today at Brus­ 
sels there is a py ramid of flowers on the 
grav e of Boulanger, the notorious libertine. 
Yet it is natural to want to be remembered. 
MONUMENTS MORE ENDURING THAN MARBLE. 
While there seems to be no practical use 
for post mortem consideration later than 
the time of one’s great-grandchildren, y et 
no one 
ants to be forgotten as soon as 
the obsequies are ov er, 
which 
Isaiah say s is a 
Witness, demonstrates that neither lime­ 
stone nor 
red 
granite 
are 
competent 
to keep one affectionately remembered; 
neither can bronze; neither can Parian 
marble; neither can Aberdeen 
granite 
do the work. 
But there is something 
out of which to build an ev erlasting mon­ 
ument and that will keep one freshly re­ 
membered four thousand y ears—y ea, for­ 
ev er and ev er. 
It does not stand in mar­ 
ble y ards. 
It is not to be purchased at 
mourning stores. 
Yet it is to be found in 
ev ery neighborhood, plenty of it, inex ­ 
haustible quantities of it. 
It is the great­ 
est stuff in the univ erse to build monu^ 
ments out of. 
I refer to the memories of 
those to whom we can do a kindness, the 
memories of those whose struggles we may 
allev iate, the memories of those whose 
souls we may sav e. 
All around Cairo and Memphis there are 
the remains of py ramids that hav e gone 
down under the wearing away of time,and 
this great py ramid of which Isaiah in the 
tex t speaks will v anish if the world lasts 
long enough; and if the world does not

The teachers of the above named 
townships met at Raleigh Saturday , 
October, 17th, 18 9 1. 
All the teachers 
being present, the program was carried 
out fully . 
Mr. Lewark beginning the 
work by a paper on Page, whose Theory 
and Practice we are study ing this y ear. 
In the course of his paper Mr. Lewark 
said that the real genuine teacher is not 
made by acquired ability ; but is boro a 
teacher, and no amount of scholarship 
or knowledge of methods will make one 
a teacher without the native or inborn 
instinct. 
The discussion was general 
and very intererting. 
Mr. H uffed fol­ 
lowed by a most ex cellent tala on an­ 
other phase of Page's Theory viz: Re­ 
sponsibility of the teacher and the les­ 
sons of the pear tree; moral training a 
duty of teachers; how to avoid sectarian­ 
ism in religions training. 
These vari­ 
ous subdivisions of the subject, Mr. 
Hufford handled with consummate skill 
His remark that he can t? ach morals to 
his pupil without the nae of the Bible 
in the schools, called oat a very animat­ 
ed discussion, which developed the fait 
that the teachers and Mr. Hnfford were 
all agreed, when the latter insisted that 
moral training and religious instruction 
are two et tirely and distinct subjects, and 
ti ut the religious instruction of y oung 
belongs wholly outside of the duties of 
public school teachers. 
While all of the 
teachers recognize the Bible as incom­ 
parable as a reservoir of moral truths 
and religious precepts, y et it is not the 
province of a teacher in the free public 
t-chools where all shades of religious be­ 
liefs are represented, to become an in­ 
terpreter for the y oung and thereby 
mould aud fashion their religious lives. 
This belongs to the Sunday -school, the 
home and the church. 
Continuing Page’s Theory and Prac­ 
tice, Mr, Robert Worsham, of Washing­ 
ton township, said that the 
personal 
habits of the teacher have much to do 
with his success. 
He spoke of neat­ 
ness, cleanliness, courtesy , punctuality , 
and regularity . 
His literary qualifica­ 
tions should endorse a knowledge of 
many more things than he is required 
to teach, such aa algebra, geometry , 


trii/onometry , psy chology bookkeeping, 
civil government, drawing aud mn*i<\ 
Mr. Mapes, of Union, asked him if a 
teacher who could not sing, could teach 
a school to sing. 
Mr. Hufford answered 
y es; and it was generally believed that 
many childreu who are not gifted in a 
musical sense, might by constant prac­ 
tice and drill be taught to sing fairly 
well; and che chief trouble seems to be 
to g« t such children to try to sing; and 
the same holds true with many tenon­ 
ers, they do not t ry themselves. 
Mr. 
Worsham said if he would try to sing be 
would have to lock the door to keep bis 
pupils in daring the musical rendition. 
The Young People’s Reading Circle was 
presented by J. L. Sbanok, of Union, 
who spoke in behalf of the enterprise 
and recommended it to the teachers. 
There are hundreds aud thousands of 
boy s and girls in our public schools who 
are now forming tastes for reading ma­ 
terial, And while in this formative stage 
it is of the highest im potence that 
their inclinations be directed in t e 
right channel. 
This aid it seems is ht 
band, and it remains only for the teach­ 
ers of Indiana to put it before them. 
It 
needs little else. 
The ex pense is little, 
the need is impoit int, the result woald 
be incalculable. 
Why put it off anither 
day ? 
Miss Martha Bell, of Union, read a 
very ex cellent preparation giving short 
biographical sketches of several histori­ 
ans aud theologians of Colonial and 
Revolutionary times. 
This was Miss 
Bell’s first ex ercise in institute work, and 
she acquitted herself creditably indeed. 
Mr. Mapes, of Union, another of the 
new teachers read a well-prepared pa 
per on the ex citing period just before 
the late civil war in America, referiug to 
Clay , Webster and Calhonn, to Garrison, 
Philips and Beecher, and tne part each 
took in the public discussions of the 
times when the abolition of slavery was 
the fertile theme of many whose Dames 
are made illustrious by these very dis­ 
cussions. 
The subject of Reading was discussed 
by Mr. Griffin, of Washington, in rela­ 
tion to thought and purpose. 
Miss Hortense Cragy of Union, dis­ 
cussed the question of Citizenship in 
America, 
and 
gave many 
ex cellent 
reasons why women should be given the 
right to wield the ballot; then she woald 
have all the prerogatives of citizenship, 
and be a citizen ut t only in name but in 
fact 
The remarks of the lady 
were 
listened to with attention, and in her 
demands she had the sy mpathy of all 
present. 
If the matter coaid have been 
settled then and there, every woman in 
America would to-day be a full-fledged 
voter. 
On the subject of School Supplies, 
Mr. Halt, of Washington, gave a very 
interesting talk which elic t*d consider­ 
able discussion, th*>t was quite ammnted 
at times. 
Mr. Hufford being a school 
supply 
agent, defended 
that much- 
abused class of citizens. 
Mr. Hargitt of Union, Miss Coffin of 
Washington, and Miss Crago of Union, 
were appointed by the president to pre­ 
pare a program for the nex t irutifcute. 
Messrs. Shanck, Hnfford and Miss Ella 
Holden were appointed as permanent 
committee to prepare programs for sub­ 
sequent 
institutes during 
the y ear. 


The progrini for the nex t meeting will 
be published.
